is a fascinating problem. 
By the 
plan of B. H. Thwaite, cheap slack 
would be used for 
producing gas,

ing electric generators, and a current 
of (50,000 volts would bo sent irom tho 
coal fields over 120 miles of wire to 
the metropolis. 
The fuel would cost 
about two-fifths as much as is usually 
paid while there would be an enor­ 
mous saving in the rent ot land for 
generating stations. 
A 
prujeot] of 
Arthur J. Martin is to generate gas at 
the coal mines of ¡South Yorkshire, 
and transmit it under h pressure of 
500 pounds per square ioch by a pipe 
line of 173 miles. 
The 40,000 millions 
of cubic feet of gas required anuuaily 
by greater London could he conveyed 
through a single 
line of pipes 25 
inches in diameter. 
Though the pipe 
line would cost $7,000,000 or $8,000,­ 
000, and 40,000 borse-power would be 
needed to compress 
the gas, it is 
estimated that the Londou companies 
could be supplied with gas at 15 cents 
per 1000 feet—much below 
present 
cost. 
The 
crescent-shaped 
sand-dunes 
which move id thousands across the 
desert of Islay, near La Joya, Peru, 
have beeu investigated by Astronomer 
S. 1. Bailey, who found the points of 
a crescent to be 100 feet apart, while 
the convex side measured 477 ^feet, 
and the greatest width was more than 
100 feet.

Letter From an Old Pioneer. 


On my return from Jackson on tbe 
morning of April 30, John Eckart 
called on me to mow the grass off his 
lot near tbe mouth of Soldiers’ gulcb, 
and to prepare and plow tbe same to 
plant in potatoes by the followiug 
Wednesday. 
Within two boars after 
1 started to work, 1 was informed 
that Eckart bad ju6t died of heart 
trouble. 
He was well Hxed financial­ 
ly, and leaves 
considerable money 
and property to bis two daughters, 
Mrs Roberts and Mrs McDonald of 
Stockton. 
He is tbe fifth superin­ 
tendent who bas passed over tbe great 
divide since tbe organization of tbe 
Volcano Gold Gravel Mining Com­ 
pany. 
Tbe company was organized 
in 1876, aDd N. G. Young made tbe 
first survey preliminary to organiza­ 
tion. 
1 furnished tbe first supplies, 
and did tbe first work, and put on 
tbe first men 
to run the tunnel. 
Benjamin Ross did 
tbe surveying, 
and 1 carried tbe fiag. 
We found tbe 
tunnel bad to be 2200 feet long, com­ 
ing out at south branch 43 feet 6 
inches lower than tbe old tunuel. All 
tbe years tbe Volcano flat bas beeu 
worked, and large returns have gone 
to tbe stockholders. 
Now, 1 am told, 
tbe basin is to be sold for reservoir 
purposes. 
It is said tbe flat has ai 
ready been bonded for that purpose 
by tbe McLaughlin estate. 
On tbe 20th of June, 1852, 1 crossed 
tbe 
Missouri 
river, near 
Council 
Bluff, od my way to California. 
Id 
tbe company were 50 wagons, James 
Stewart captam, wbo were emigrating 
tu Salt Lake. 
1 attended to captaio 
Stewait’s baggage wagon for passage 
through. 
We 
reached 
Salt 
Lake 
September 22d. 
All tbe way np tbe 
Blatte river tbe trail was strewn with 
graves, until we reached tbe Rooky 
mountains. 
We only lost one in our 
traio—old man SteveDS, wbo on tbe 
'Digbt preceding 
bis death was on 
guard with me. 
Every time it rained 
tbe cattle broke. 
'Twice 1 beard his 
voice on tbe otber side of tbe camp 
calliDg tbe boars 
as they passed. 
“ Ooe o'clock and all is well.” 
That 
hour tbe guard 
was changed. 
He 
retired to bis wagon, and I to my 
teDt. 
In tbe morning be was dying,’ 
and so passed away. 
We followed tbe trail of the Path­ 
finder, Fremont, for whom I cast my 
Hrst vote for president in 1856, and 
have voted for every republican presi­ 
dent siDce that time. 
z March 10, 1853, 1 left Sait Lake, 
taking tbe southern route for Cali­ 
fornia, passing tbrougb several new 
settlements 
in a rich 
and tertile 
country. 
We passed over the river 
of tbe basin to Mountain Meadows—a 
beautitul 
place—where we 
camped 
two days. 
The Mountain Meadow 
massacre 
occurred Id 1877: 
From 
here we passed tbrougb an IndiaD 
country. 
Tbe Indiana stampeded our 
stock and killed one of onr men. 
Several times we were lined up in 
battle arrayóte save tbe company from 
massacre. 
We passed over the 54 mile 
desert mostly in the nigbt, and arriv­ 
ed in San Bernardino on the 15th of 
May. J reached Stockton Anguat 22, 
1853. 


In all my journeys I have never 
seeu a place to compare with Volcano 
as a reservoir site. 
Tbe material is 
on tbe ground witb woicb to con­ 
struct tbe dam, and tbe water sbed 
reaches lo 
tbe 
snow-clad sierras. 
Wben tbe railroad 
is extended to 
Volcano and tbe lakes above, this 
section will be one ot tbe grandest 
resorts for tbe tourist and pleasure 
seeker in tbe world. 
Janies Cosgrove panned ont some 
very fine diamonds from bis claim in 
Indian gnlob, half a mile above wheie 
Matt White foand tbe precious stones. 
Cosgrove lost them, be thinks some 
where between bere and JacksoD. 
Ha 
bas been out looking for them. 
The 
creek road 
bas 
been 
wotked and 
scraped from Bine Grove to Jackson, 
and tbe New York Ranch road back to 
Bine Grove. 
Tbe roads are in better 
condition than for years, whether tbe 
diamond searchers or tbe supervisors 
are entitled to tbe credit of tbe im­ 
provement 1 do not know.

generally. 
T heir oreed is to break 
up the wage system entirely. 
Higher 
wages and shorter ho ars are merely 
a mask to bide the ultim ate desigu 
to abolish the relationship of em ­ 
ployer and 
employed. 
The ex trem ­ 
ists of these walking delegates—the 
hold-up meo of the industrial 
world 
--freely adm it th at there is no sto p p ­ 
ing place in their crusade short of the 
brake-up of the present system of 
wage-paying. 
Angels, heretofore the 
liveliest towns in Calaveras, and one 
of the best business centers in the 
m ountains, is a dead camp today. 
Agitators, by inflaming and p rejud ic­ 
ing the m inds of the miners, can 
bring about ru in , but they are im ­ 
potent to restore, prosperity to that 
stricken 
camp. 
Her 
ind ustry 
is 
paralyzed, the mines are tilling up 
with water, business houses are clos­ 
ing, and her population is leaving by 
the hanaieds. 
ev erythin g points to 
a perm anent 
abandom ent of mines 
which have 
given 
employment- to 
h undreds ot men, and im parted life to 
the 
town. 
What 
do 
these alien 
agitators care for the ruin their ovil 
preachings have wrought? 
They are 
merely birds of passage and of prey. 
They can gather their grip sack and 
leave the scene of wreckage w ithout 
m onetary loss to themselves, d ep art­ 
ing for new tieids of industry to lay 
waste with their infamous doctrines. 
Kven the presence of such men has a 
damaging effect upon every class of 
business.

no harm. 
Hut even this class must 
realize th at eventually the ruino us 
system 
will 
overtake

also, 
in d u stria l centers cannot be paralyz­

w ithout suffer­ 
ing to the musses of toilers, 
i t is as 
certain as the decrees of fate, that 
wage-eainers cannot prosper w ithout
